What is the Problem? What is Be¬ 
ing Done About It? What Else 
Should Be Done?" The panelists, 
Barbara Mayer, a nurse at C. A. 
Johnson High School; Mary Cather¬ 
ine Norwood, Superintendent of the 
Wil Lou Gray Opportunity School; 
and Dr. Janice Bacon, a physician 
with the Teen Clinic at Richland 
Memorial Hospital, all agreed that 
it is very important to help the 
teen mothers stay in school. It 
is also important to teach them 
mothering skills and to challenge 
to provide more opportunities for 
their children than they had had. 
Most of the teen mothers respond 
positively when challenged. They 
love their babies and want to do 
what is best for them.

Each of the panelists works with 
teen mothers. Dr. Bacon deals with 
medical and social problems of teen 
pregnancy and child care. Ms. Mayer 
works with boys and girls in the pub¬ 
lic school. Ms. Norwood of the Oppor¬ 
tunity School provides a day care for 
the children while the mothers attend 
school. The center also provides child 
care training, not only for the teen 
mothers, but also for others who may 
want to work in child cara.This is a 
new and very innovative program. 


BOARD MEETING 

The Branch Board at the meeting of 
October 2 dealt primarily with revising 
and updating Branch Policies. However, 
the EFP Goal was established at $1000 
for 1990-91; many felt that it would 
be better to set the same goal as last 
year and try to exceed it than to set 
a higher goal and have to strain to 
reach it.
